The body was 
badly bruised.

was covered with a rude cross 
of 
sticks tied together with a white 
string. 
The boy apparently had been 
dead 24 hours. His body lay up­ 
on old gunny sacks and 
newspa­ 
pers covered the chest and face. 
One hand clutched a piece of pa­ 
per which appeared to have been 
torn from a book. 
Nearby was 
found 
a book 
“ F ather’s Son Awhaling,” which 
Gill was known 
to have 
taken 
with him when he left the Puna- 
hou school Tuesday morning with 
his abductor on the pretext that 
he was to be taken to his moth­ 
er, falsely said to have been in­ 
jured in an accident.

Officers expressed the 
that this was the- meet­ 
ing place of the kidnaping gang.

The body was found by search­ 
ers wife had Struggled through oO 
yards of underbrush,

taken Tuesday by one or more 
persons, who demanded $10,000 
ransom of his father. Death for 
the boy was threatened unless the 
ransom were paid.

West Palm Beach, Fla., Sept. 20 
—(ZP)—A death toll of between 700 
and 
800 persons, mostly in the 
Lake Okeechobee 
everglades 
re­ 
gion of Florida, was estibated late 
today by Red Cross officials to 
have been taken by last Sunday’s 
disastrous tropical hurricane which, 
after sweeping over the West In­ 
dies, wreaked destruction in the 
thickly 
populated 
Palm 
Beach 
county of that state. 
The menace of disease arose as 
hundreds of bodies laid unburied 
while relief workers worked day 
and night to alleviate conditions. 
Property damage estimates ranged 
from $30,000,000 to $75,000,000 for 
the county, while it was reported 
not more than five per cent of the 
buildings 
in 
the 
section 
came 
through the hurricane without dam­ 
age. 
Chairman Howard W. Selby of 
the Palm Beach county Red Cross 
committee, declared that virtually 
all the dead are in the everglades 
district around Pahokee. South Bay 
and 
Canal 
Point. 
Previously a 
death list of 400 had been estimat­ 
ed in the county. 
Declaring that health conditions 
are growing worse every’ minute, 
Selby said it might be necessary 
to place the whole area of IOO 
square miles under quarantine. 
Need Federal Aid. 
A method of remedying condi­ 
tions was proposed by the Red 
Cross chairman “to spray the whole 
section with lime from airplanes.” 
fe d era l funds may be required, 
he declared, as the county has not 
the money to carry on the rehabili­ 
tation work. 
“We need outside 
financial help badly to the extent 
of $500,000," 
ho 
said. 
“Unless 
bodies are recovered and buried 
within the next 48 hours, complete 
evacuation of that territory will 
have to be effected, including re­ 
lief workers," Selby said. 
Workers, he declared, are resort­ 
ing to burying the bodies in quick­ 
lime, “as it is impossible to pick 
them up and bring them to the 
cemetery.” 
Selby said his estimate of the 
property damage to the county still 
is $30,000,000, but insurance adjus- j 
ters estimated that the loss might 
reach as much as $75,000,000. 
Negroes Suffered Most. 
Not more than live per cent of 
the buildings came 
through 
the 
hurricane without damage, the Red 
Cross chairman said. 
The majority of the (lead are 
negroes and few of them are being 
identified. 
Loss of life among the 
whites largely resided 
on 
high 
ground while many negro laborers 
lived behind the dikes. 
Chairman Selby denied reports 
that any rioting has occurred in 
th e .stricken area. 
Plenty of arm­ 
ed guards are on duty, he said. 
An airplane has been scouting 
over the sea, spotting bodies, he 
declared, adding that many corpses

Govemer Fred W. Green of Michigan, was greeted at the 
Upper Peninsula State Fair yesterday afternoon by a crowd 
of 30,000—probably the largest crowd ever assembled in this 
section of the state.

The Ford tri-motored transport 
monoplane standing more than 12 
feet high with a wing spread of 
74 feet and a length of 50 feet pre­ 
sents an imposing sight on the 
field. 
The complete plane with its 
660 horsepower of engines weighs 
but a little more than a limousine, 
and yet twenty tons of sand can 
be supported by th e wings as a 
test without breaking them down. 
Duralumin, an alloy 
of 
metals, 


principally 
aluminum, 
has 
been 
used throughout its construction. 
Fifty thousand passengers have 
been carried over th e city of De­ 
troit alone in these Ford planes 
during the past tw enty months. 
Ticket No. 50,000 was held by Gov.

reason 
for 
multi-engine 
equipment is so obvious th a t it 
needs so comment, other than to 
stress the fact that safety is the 
most important factor in the devel­ 
opment of 
commercial 
aviation. 
The question, “W hat will happen 
if the engine stops?” has always 
been on the public mind. 
Should 
one engine stop while the plane 
is in flight with full load, the plane 
would coutinue its flight. 
Should 
two of the engines stop, the glide 
of the plane would be extended 
sufficient to make a safe landing. 
Naturally, a three-engined plane 
carries no greater load than it can 
climb with on two engines. 
The 
loads for the Ford plane can be 
carried with two engines, the third 
being an insurance policy against 
forced landings. 
Of 
course, 
all 
three engines are running at once; 
however, they are throttled down, 
except at the takeoff. 
There is a 
feeling of real security in starting 
across c ountry with multiple power 
that cannot be doubted. 
And run­ 
ning the engines at reduced speed 
minimize vibration and lengthens 
the period between engine over­ 
hauls. 
The landing wheels on the Ford 
plane are set wide apart and locat­ 
ed just under the side engines, so 
that maximum control can be had 
on the ground and In side wing 
landings. 
The wheels 
are 
also 
fitted with hydraulically operated 
brakes so that beth wheels can be 
locked when ‘‘running in” the en­ 
gines or warming them up; one or 
both wheels can be released for 
steering on the ground, in taxi work 
or landing. 
Without a crew to as­ 
sist, the big plane can turn around 
in its own length on the ground, 
and taxi alone in 
furious 
side 
winds, a thing impossible w ith pre­ 
vious aircraft. 
The shocks are taken by com­ 
pression rubber discs of a type de­ 
veloped after almost a year of ex­ 
perimentation. 
Recoil m echanism 
is incorporated to take all rebound, 
so that the plane m akes contact 
with the ground softly and with 
no bounds, even in misjudged land­ 
ings. 
Ford planes are 
always 
fitted 
with dual slde-by-side control. This 
is arranged with an aisle between 
the two seats, which are up for­ 
ward just to the rear of the front 
engine, but one in front of the 
wing, so th a t vision is clear both 
up and back. 
Top Speed 114 Miles. 
Passengers can walk about in the 
plane in th e air or up forward to 
look out. 
The cabin is ventilated 
with sliding glass windows, and 
with a very effective heating sys­ 
tem for cold w eather or high alti­ 
tudes. 
Gasoline tanks are located 
in the wings, away from the en­ 
gines, 
and 
are 
fully 
protected 
against dam age and leakage. 
This Ford plane has a high speed j 
of 114 m iles per hour, but its usual 
cruising speed Is 95 miles per hour. j 
With present fuel tanks holding 235 J 
gallons it has a cruising radius of 
570 miles, or about six hours flying; 
time. 
The weight of the plane it­ 
self is 6100 pounds and it can car­ 
ry a load of 3900 pounds. 
The 
plane has seats for tw elve persons 
besides the pilot and assistant pilot 
and Is equipped with baggage stor­ 
age space and toilet. 
Three Wright Whirlwind motors 
of the sam e type as 
that 
with 
which Col. Lindbergh flew across 
the Atlantic last year, are standard 
equipment for this 
Ford 
plane. 
Each of these motors has 220 horse­ 
power.

had drifted away to alm ost Im­ 
penetrable places. 
“Approximately 75 bodies have 
been stacked up near Pahokee for 
two days,” he said, “and we have 
been unable to bring them here for 
burial. 
Communications to towns 
in the area are entirely cut off ex­ 
cept by boat.” 
Virtually all the everglades sec­ 
tion in Palm Beach county has 
been evacuated of women and chil­ 
dren, he continued, while the able­ 
bodied men are being kept and 
drafted for work. “No attem pt can 
be made toward reconstruction for 
weeks,” he declared. 
Odor Unbearable. 
Fred C. Stuck, in charge of work 
at Pahokee, reported to the Red 
Cross today th a t cremation was 
the only solution of handling the 
bodies. 
Since there is little wood 
available for fuel in the everglades 
he suggested th e use of oil and 
refuse for the cremation. 
There 
could be no delay to ship the bodies 
to cities for burial, he added. 
“Fish in th e canals are dying by 
the thousands,” said Stuck, “be­ 
cause of the dead bodies and dead 
animals, Bach as rabbits, o’possums 
and other animals. 
The odor is 
becoming unbearable.” 
Available 
reports 
here 
today 
showed th a t m ore than 300 bodies, 
mostly negroes, already have been 
recovered in the section and buried 
in and near W est Palm Beach. 
Gov. Johnson Martin was enroute 
here tonight to make a personal 
investigation.

FURTHER URGED.

The recent appeal 
of 
Senator 
Edwards to the navy department 
for preference for American pro­ 
ducts over those of foreign origin, 
has directed at­ 
tention to 
the 
proposed legis­ 
lation 
(IJ.

It

felt 
by 
those 
interest­ 
ed that the American 
manufac­ 
turer and producer was not re­ 
ceiving the advantage in govern­ 
ment contracts whicli congress in­ 
tended he should have. In m ak­ 
ing awards, government purchas 
ing agents have been confronted 
with two seta 
of statutory 
re­ 
quirements, one holding that, con­ 
ditions being equal, the American 
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the foreigner; the other holding 
that awards should be made to 
the lowest responsible bidder. 
lf the purchasing agent failed 
to adhere strictly to the first re­ 
quirement. the only comeback on 
him would be the protest of the 
unsuccessful American bidder, 
On the other hand .if the pur­ 
chasing agent violated the restric­ 
tion concerning the lowest 
res­ 
ponsible bidder by so much as a 
penny In favoring an American 
manufacturer, his accounts were 
suspended by the accounting of­ 
ficials of the government. 
It is therefore easy to see where 
a purchasing agent, in 
a 
case 
where American and foreign bids 
were substantially equal, 
might 
lie inclined to resolve the 
doubt 
in favor of the foreigner if he felt 
there was the slightest 
question 
of doubt about the Atne-ican bid 
being absolutely as low as that of 
the foreigner. 
My bill, lf enacted 
into 
law, 
w’ould entirely relieve this condi­ 
tion. 
It is needless to say that 
the measure will have the hearty 
support of all American manufac­

Over-fed and 
under-fed

dren are quite prone to have oe 
zrma. The over-fat child will he 
helped by having Its food limited, 
and the undernourished children 
must have more food. 
This some­ 
times seems to aggravate the ec­ 
zema at first, but until he is bet­ 
ter nourished, the disease will not 
clear up. 
Local irritations can also cause 
eczema. 
Picard, 
iu one of the 
numbers of the Archives of Ped­ 
iatrics, calls attention 
to an ec­ 
zema which comes out 
in 
cold 
weather and clears up during the 
summer, i'nmotimes soap, or the 
secretions of the skin, if allowed 
to accumulate, will cam e it.

"It is extremely interesting to 
study the relation between crops 
and elections in past campaigns. 
In reality the Brydn T re e Silver’ 
scare in 1896 was only part of the 
reason 
why McKinley defeated 
him. Crop values were poor. Sta­ 
tistics show that the total value 
to the farmers, in the 
Fall 
of 
1896 of corn, wheat, oats, barley, 
and rye was 
some 
620,000,000 
lower than in the preceding year. 
The corn crop especially was very 
poor. 
Business conditions 
like­ 
wise were on the downward trend 
in the latter half 
of 
the 
year. 
People were anxious for a change, 
and naturally blamed the party in 
power for existing conditions. On 
the other hand, in 1900 
during 
the ^Republican 
administration, 
Roosevelt had no 
difficulty 
in 
succeeding McKinley and keeping 
his party in. 
1900 was a year of 
comparative prosperity both for 
the farmers and for business men. 
They were generally satisfied with 
economic conditions. 
"Apparently it makes v*ry lit­ 
tle 
difference 
what 
conditions 
have been in the first part of an 
administration provided the final 
one of satisfactory crop 
and business. 
This 
was 
shown in 1904. 
After the 
trous panic of 1903 and ear­ 
ly part of 1904, during a Repub- 
lican adm instration, there cam* 
a good harvest at nigher prices, 
which increased the farm ers’ in­ 
come 
by 
$220,000,000. 
Wheat 
prices Jumped from 69c to 
92c, 
corn also was higher. 
It is the 
number of bushels times the price 
per bushel that counts. 
It is the 
return in dollars and cents to the 
farmer that determines whether 
he is happy or unhappy with the 
ruling party. 
And the good total 
crop value doubtless had much to 
do with reelecting 
Roosevelt 
in 
1908. 
Also general business be­ 
gan to show an improvement in 
the middle of the year and this 
improvement 
continued 
right 
through the election and for the 
next three years. 
"W hen Taft was elected to suc­ 
ceed Roosevelt in 1908 the values 
of the five 
leading crops were 
again higher than in the prodd­ 
ing year, this time by some $380,- 
000.000. 
Business 
conditions, 
however, were distributed by the 
panic conditions 
of 
1907 
and 
1908 and a general shortage of 
currency and credit because of the 
antiquated Federal Banking 
sys­ 
tem. 
While Taft, a Republican, 
gained the presidency .the incom­ 
ing house of representatives was 
Democratic. 
The 
election 
of 
1912 with the Bull Moose revolt 
under Roosevelt naturally 
split 
the Republican vote, and helped 
to elect President Wilson. 
This, 
consequently, was not a fair test 
of the influence of crops, which 
912 were larger than in the 
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preceeding year by some $700,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
"President 
Wilson 
and 
the 
Democratic congress in the fall 
campaign of 1916, however, had 
the benefit of an excellent crop at 
good prices, the same 
conditions 
that so often have helped Repub­ 
licans. 
Also, 
general 
business 
was experiencing the war boom. 
The value of 
the 
five 
leading 
crops for the 1916 
season 
was 
$4,195,000,000, 
compared 
with 
$3,387,000,000 in 1915. Farmers 
were feeling prosperous and bus­ 
iness men were flooded with pro­ 
fitable orders. 
Employment was 
on a rapid upward trend. Wilson 
was re-elected for another 
four 
years. 
“The next campaign, in 1920, 
found us in the midst of radical 
deflation both in agricultural and 
industrial commodity prices. 
A 
more unpropitious time 
for 
an 
election 
could 
not 
have 
been 
found for the Democratic 
party. 
The total value of tse five leading 
crops dropped from $7,556,000,- 
000 in 1919 to $4,276,000,000, a 
decrease of 54 per cent. 
More 
over, general business was on 
a 
rapid and extensive decline. Hard 
ings’ election in 1920 was in large 
measure a result of 
lower 
crop 
values and poor 
business. 
The 
people wanted a change and put 
the Republicans in power. 
“In 1924, LaFollette, the Pro- 
j gressive, was banking 
on 
the 
poor condition of the farmers to 
beat Coolidge. 
The 
Democrats 
ordinarily would 
have 
had 
% 
wonderful chance to win 
under 
such conditions. 
However, crop 
conditions underwent 
a 
revival 
during the summer, 
prices 
ad­ 
vanced and the total crop return 
for the season was so much bet­ 
ter than generally expected that 
the farmers had little cause for 
complaint. 
The return 
on 
the 
five leading crops for the year was 
some $800,000,000 greater 
than 
in 1923. 
At election time busi­ 
ness also had begun to improve 
from the depressed condition of 
the winter, spring and early sum­ 
mer months. 
The 
Republican 
majority was overwhelming. 
Th ie Season's Crop W eather Fav­ 
ors Republicans. 
"Admittedly, grain 
prices 
are 
lower than they were last year at 
this time, but, as before stated, 
the thing that makes the farmer 
happy is the total money and not 
the price per bushel or the num­ 
ber of bushels. 
It is the product 
of these two items which spells 
prosperity or poverty 
for 
him. 
Based on September 
I 
govern­ 
ment estimates of products multi­ 
plied by the December I 
future 
demands for corn, wheat, 
oats, 
barley, and rye, the total money 
return to the farmer 
this 
year 
will be in 
the neighborhood 
of 
$4,019,882,000 which 
is 
some 
$234,000,000 higher than a year 
ago. 
The value of the corn crop 
alone is estimated at $2,168,000,- 
000 compared with $2,014,000,- 
000 last year. 
Wheat this year 
is valued at $1,009,000,000 com­ 
pared 
with 
$974,000,000 
last 
year; 
barley 
at 
$221,000,000 
compared with $180,000,000 
in 
1927; oats with a value of $581,- 
000,000 compared with $537,000,- 
000. 
The only one of 
the 
five 
leading grain crops 
that 
shows 


smaller value la rye with 
$39,- 
000,000 compared with $29,000,- 
000 a year ago. Rye, however, la 
comparatively unimportant aa a 
money crop. 
The big money cer­ 
eals all show substantial increas­ 
es in value over 1927. 
This fav­ 
ors the party now in power, 
be­ 
cause a man with money in his 
pocket is far less likely to want 
political change than one without. 
Sun Spots and Forecasting. 
Why these surprisingly 
good 
crop returns, when on 
June 
I, 
1928, it looked as though 
there 
would be 
a disastrous 
failure? 
The answer is favorable weather 
conditions in the corn and wheat 
belts for the past five months. As­ 
suming that other issues 
in the 
election were fairly evenly divid­ 
ed, if Hoover should be elected in 
November, it would be in no small 
part due to the weather, through 
its influence on the farm ers’ in­ 
come. 
“ It has been found 
that 
the 
weather and consequently crops, 
are greatly influenced 
by 
the 
changes in the surface condition 
of the sun. In other words, cer­ 
tain disturbances on the face of 
the sun are now found to be con­ 
trolling factors of North American 
weather as well as world weath­ 
er. 
In the final analysis these 
may have much to do 
with 
de­ 
termining the political result. For 
example, during a period of high 
solar radiation, there is the ac­ 
companying phenomenon of num­ 
erous sun spots, or patches of gas 
on the surface of the sun, 
which 
are probably small volcanoes. 
It 
has been found that during per­ 
iods of great activity on the sun 
as revealed by the sun spots, solar 
radiations is higher and weather 
conditions more propitious for a 
good crop yield. 
1928 has been 
a year of marked solar activity of 
this nature. It may be that as the 
study of the sun 
in relation to 
weather, crops and business pro­ 
gresses we shal soon find mete­ 
orologists are able to predict the 
outcome of elections a 
year 
or 
more in advance. Business by the 
Babsonchart is now 2 per cent be­ 
low normal.”

One of the principal papers at 
the International City Managers' 
association fifteenth annual con­ 
vention, in session this week at 
Asheville, N. C., was that read on 
Tuesday morning by City

ager F. R. Bueschner 
of 
Glad­ 
stone, first vice president of the 
association. 
The talk, 
according 
to 
the 
Asheville Press, was one of the 
features of the 
convention,

tended by representatives from all 
states of this country and from 
neighboring countries, 
and

substance, taken from

ac­ 
counts of the convention, which 
will be of particular interest to 
Gladstone people, follows: 
“ The subject ‘How can a r e ­ 
duction in the expenses of operat­ 
ing the administrative services of 
a city be effected, without Impair­ 
ing the quality of the service’ pre­ 
sents one of our most serious and 
perplexing problems. 
“ On close analysis th e subject 
seems to lend itself to various in­ 
terpretations. 
It is easily con­

er matter. 
The question, m o re­ 
over, involves only th e theory of 
public expenditures and not rev­ 
enues. 
In order to avoid, at the 
outset, any incorrect assumptions, 
I shall endeavor to state the sub­ 
ject concretely. 
“ Given a community expending 
a certain sum of money for the 
operation of its 
adm inistrative 
services, how can a reduction in 
the expense of 
operating 
those 
services be effected w ithout im ­ 
pairing the quality of

ser­

“ Obviously, the particular case 
must, in the last analysis he care­

“ The ‘perfect economic’ Mana­ 
ger will observe w heth er the re­ 
turn on any capital outlay falls 
below the point of profitable in­ 
vestment. He will ever remember 
and apply the law' of diminishing 
returns which discloses that be­ 
yond a certain point increased ex­ 
penditure secures less than a pro­ 
portional Increase in product or 
service. 
These and other gener­ 
alizations of economic theory he 
will constantly apply. 
Economy, 
“ Municipal operations 
cannot 
be viewed, however, from the ec­ 
onomic side alone, for curiously 
enough a program of economy in 
government iH not always appre­ 
ciated. 
Unless it has 
adequate 
backing by the 
governing 
body 
and in turn by the ‘sober second 
thought’ of the people, it will be 
fraught with dissatisfaction and 
complaint; 
its very effectiveness 


supply and result. 
Railroad 
re­ 
pair shops throughout the coun­ 
try do not show 50% 
efficiency 
on an average as regards either 
materials or labor.’ 
“ I think it is a safe assumption 
th a t opportunity for improvement 
of 
administrative 
efficiency 
th ro u g h o u t the whole realm 
of 
PUBLIC enterprise is equally as 
great, if not greater. 
It is not 
far from th e truth, therefore, to 
assume th a t there is always room 
for improvement. 
“ With this thought in mind we 
may first query; W h a t 
are 
the 
essentials of an effective internal 
organization? 
“ They are undoubtedly simpli­ 
city, elasticity and economy. 
“ Business organizations, 
in a 
structura l sense, are 
like 
m a­ 
chines. 
Central 
Authority. 
“ The 
more 
complicated 
the 
parts of the 
business 
machine, 
the more difficult it is to u nder­ 
stand, to manipulate and to con­ 
trol. 
F rom the standpoint of an 
effective organization setup t h e r e 
should be a simple 
and 
direct 
continuation of 
authority 
from 
the most minor position 
to the 
most m ajor one of th e organiza­ 
tion. 
This 
eliminates 
wasteful 
confusion and ’conflicting Juris 
dictions.’ 
“ Some are so 
designed 
that 
they cannot take on even a mom­ 
entary over-load; they possess a 
rigidity 
and 
unresponsiveness 
which is incapable of strain. The 
result is 
frequent 
and 
costly 
breakdowns. 
“ They are 
ineffective 
during 
tin- ‘peak load,’ and on the ‘off 
peak’ as well. 
Often they are u n ­ 
suited for the work to which th°y 
are apt to he subpected, lacking 
in co-ordination and 
correlation 
of their several parts; they violate 
the vital 
principle 
of 
inter-de- 
pendence and balance. 
As 
such 
they are an expensive investment. 
These conditions require the close 
attention of the Manager 
if 
the 
business machine is to be kept in 
good working order. 
"Again, many business organi­ 
zations, particularly 
public 
cor 
porations, are top heavy, th at is, 
the fixed charges in 
salary 
ex­ 
pense are out of proportion to in­ 
come. 
“ The advantages of more effect­ 
ive service at less 
salary 
over­ 
head 
are 
frequently 
obtained 
through organization adjustm ent ■ 
which eliminates cheaply paid and | 
mediocre departm ent heads 
and 
concentrates their respective du 
ties in a lesser num ber 
of 
effi­ 
cient and well paid officials; also 
by consolidation, wherever 
prac­ 
tical, of part-time 
and 
full-time 
positions such as 
assessor 
and 
engineer, and other 
similar 
ad 
justments. 
"Careful analysis of the 
com ­ 
posite problem of organization in­ 
to its constituent parts will often 
suggest the way out. 
“ Skillful adju stm en t of the In­ 
ternal organization, im porta nt as 
it may be, is 
naturally 
insuffi 
d e n t . 
T h e 
business 
m a ch in e 
must bo properly manned. 
P er­ 
sonnel! efficiency must ho obtain­ 
ed and maintained, remembering 
that efficiency is economy. 
"Jn fact, unless a saving in l a ­ 
bor is effected, personnell a d m in ­ 
istration 
is 
hardly 
justified. 
Much cure and thought is given 
to savings in tile purchase and 
u se of materials and equipment, 
but little to the possible savings 
in labor. 
“A fairly definite policy is fu n ­ 


damental. 
Savings, 
which 
in 
time it will be possible to m e a ­ 
sure in units of work accomplish­ 
ed, will result through 
a 
policy 
which aims specifically to elim in­ 
ate or at least minnlmize labor- 
turn-over, the misfit, 
the 
crea­ 
tion of ‘blind 
alley’ 
conditions 
and low morale in general. 
These 
are the chief causes of most of the 
labor losses. 
“ Occasional 
introspection, 
as 
follows, may aid 
in determining 
the primary characteristics of an 
economical personnell policy. 
“ Is a careful selection made of 
municipal employees, in the first 
instance, with 
special 
emphasis 
placed upon the in herent qualities 
of personality, character and na­ 
tural aptitude? 
Those are funda­ 
mental in 
public 
service. 
The 
training CAN be supplied. In con­ 
nection with original selection of 
employees, it has been well said 
that ’careful hiring will 
abolish 
wholesale firing.’ 
“ Is the employee given to feel 
th a t it is difficult to get into the 
organization ? 
“ Are the disadvantages as well 
as the advantages pointed out in 
the hiring process? 
If so, those 
looking for ’soft snaps’ will be 
largely eliminated in th e prelimi­ 
naries. 
“ Is a careful classification of 
th e various phases of employment 
made and a proper classification 
of positions within each phase? 
“ Do the salaries compare favor­ 
ably with those paid in private en­ 
terprise and are they equitable as 
between groups and within each 
group? 
“ Is a reasonable 
effort 
made 
when an employee is disabled, or 
when a misfit happens to creep in, 
to discover his aptitude and to 
transfer him? 
In other words, is 
an effort made 'to ‘put the right 
man in the right place?’ 
It is sig­ 
nificant th a t th e prevailing opin­ 
ion in private enterprise is th a t it 
costs around $100 to break in a 
new employee. 
The practice of 
transfers, of 
course, 
is 
limited 
more to the larger cities. 
“ Is an understudy developed for 
every position of importance? 
“ Is the personal factor given its 
true 
weight 
in 
stimulating 
morale? 
The City Manager who 
can inculcate in the employee the 
ideals of service, a proper concep­ 
tion of his job, interest in it and 
a sense of profound loyalty has, 
through his leadership, tapped a 
reserve power which, 
when 
re­ 
leased, is bound to effect greater 
productive 
results 
which 
mean 
lower average cost. 
“ There is probably no problem 
quite so difficult 
and 
deserving 
quite so much attention as the se­ 
lection and 
supervision 
of 
the 
city's personnel. 
Close Attention Needed 
“ But from the 
standpoint 
of 
promoting economy, 
adm inistra­ 
tive devices and methods offer a 
greater opportunity 
than 
either 
organization or personnel a d ju st­ 
ment. 
Rising costs, changing d e ­ 
vices and 
methods 
require 
the 
Manager s constant 
thought 
and 
effort. 
“ This condition 
alone 
should 
accentuate the need for more ef­ 
fective methods of control of ex­ 
penditures through budgeting of 
current operating 
expenses 
and 
improvements, simplified cost ac­ 
counting and utility log recording. 
Information must be compiled to 
permit constant analysis 
of 
ex­ 
penditures, 
to 
determine 
unit 
costs of activities wherever possi­ 
ble, and unaccounted for utility 
losses” if th e leaks are to be de­ 
tected and remedied. 
Ami it is 
the 
cum ulative 
effect 
of 
even 
small leaks which constitutes a 
large percentage of the 
cost 
of 
conducting any business. 
“ Many methods are being intro­ 
duced which are costly in that 
they are not based on principle 
hut ra th e r upon ‘rule of th u m b ’ or 
’trial and e r r o r ’. 
Again, they are 
often borrowed and are not ad ap t­ 
ed when applied to local peculiari­ 
ties. 
The inventive genius of the 
Manager will always he at a pre­ 
mium with respeet 
to 
effective 
methods. 
As a matter 
of 
fact, 
municipal economies will depend 
very eagerly 
upon the ingenuity 
of the City Manager. 
“ After all, the substantial sav 
ings can he made all along the 
line th ro u g h improvement of a d ­ 
ministrative efficiency these will 
be small in comparison with tho 
great volume of city expenditures. 
“ T h ere is, however .one im por­ 
tant and definite way 
in 
which 
most cities can cut down a large 
item 
In 
th eir 
expenditures and 
that is by reducing th e growing 
outlays for interest 
on 
city 
in 
debtedness. 
It 
is 
these 
'fixed 
charges,' am ounting in some in­ 
stances to 15 and 20% of the tax 
budget 
which 
make 
municipal 
government costly and retard ita 
progress in the fullest sense. 
“ T h e evil is 
both 
preventive 
and corrective. 
“ First, how may this situation 
be prevented? 
“ l a r g e l y by a program of con­ 
structive economy which partic­ 
ularly avoids 
current 
operating 
deficits, borrowing 
‘in 
anticipa­ 
tion of tax collections,’ unneces­ 
sary borrowing and faulty bor­ 
rowing methods. 
“Operating deficits can only be 
prevented 
through 
th e 
art 
of 
m aking botii ends meet 
of living 
within income. 
“ T h e practice of borrowing ‘in 
anticipation of the collection of 
taxes’ is usually of doubtful ne­ 
cessity. 
It can Hornetimes he pre 
vented by borrowing from miscel­ 


laneous 
revenues, 
particularly 
utility 
revenues. 
In 
some 
in­ 
stances, th e utility billing and col­ 
lection periods can be arranged so 
t h a t th e flow of utility cash will 
fill the gap between the end of the 
fiscal year and the tax collection 
period. 
“ When idle funds are available, 
shor^t term inter-fund loans may 
be used to finance assessment pro­ 
jects at some savings in interest. 
Sinking Fu n d cash for example, 
may be invested therefor by issu­ 
ing an assessment cash note, bear­ 
ing a fixed r a te of interest, on the 
Sinking F und, thereby obviating 
the necessity of interest payments 
to 
bondholders 
and 
increasing 
Sinking Fund earnings. 
“ W here assessment 
bonds are 
necessary, some savings 
can 
be 
effected by th e practice of selling 
the bonds over 
th e 
counter in 
small denominations 
instead of 
selling to bond houses or banks. 
This method saves cost of adve r­ 
tising for 
bids, 
bond 
attorney 
opinions, etc. 
P lanning 
“ Planning certain 
projects as 
continuous 
or 
gradual im prove­ 
ments to be 
financed 
currently, 
may effect considerable interest 
savings. 
T h e 
efficacy 
of 
th e 
axiom ‘plan your work and work 
your plan' should be evident. 
In 
fact, a carefully conceived and d e ­ 
signed work program is the very 
basis of the city’s fiscal program. 
It paves th e way, in part. at least, 
for 
a 
pay-as-you-go policy. 
In 
this respect th ere is little justifi­ 
cation for borrowing 
to 
finance 
the city’s sh a re of assessment p r o ­ 
jects, for ordin ary equipment, for 
temporary and ordinary’ improve­ 
ments and th e like. 
“ Of course 
unusual 
improve­ 
ments or improvements 
in 
fast 
growing cities ran not always bo 
financed on a pay-as-you-go basis. 
However, methods can be employ­ 
ed 
to 
minimize 
the 
interest 
burden. 
“ The evil is not necessarily in 
the borrowing but often 
in 
th e 
method used. 
If th e proposed i m ­ 
provement can reasonably be ex­ 
pected to last twenty-five years 
the city certainly is not justified 
in taking more than twenty-five 
years to pay for it. 
Such methods 
are not only unfair but unsound 
in that they unduly increase the 
interest load by putting off the 
day of reckoning. 
“ The possibility of interest sav­ 
ings th ro u g h proper use of th e 
serial bond method of financing is 
not 
always 
appreciated. 
Tile 
cheapest and most logical serial 
plan is the' type which spreads the 
heaviest 
burden 
of 
repayment 
the years immediately following 
construction anil then gradually 
diminishing the weight year by 
year. 
“ The serial plan of bonding in 
contrast to the sinking fund type, 
commends 
itself 
particularly 
in 
that it does not involve th e finan­ 
cial risks due to mis-management. 
There can be no transfer of funds, 
failure to set up adequate require­ 
ments, poor investments, and mis­ 
calculations, 
necessitating 
possi­ 
bly additional interest outlay on 
refunding bonds. 
The point, h o w ­ 
ever, Is th a t serial bonding forces 
a city to meet its obligations r e g ­ 
ularly. 
And if a city is thus co m ­ 
pelled it will do less borrowing. 
“ Measures for preventing 
u n ­ 
due increase in interest outlay are 
of course easier to apply than cor­ 
rective ones. 
“ Municipalities which have an 
unfunded sinking fund debt, or 
have made inadequate provisions 
in the past must face squarely the 
adoption of a definite program for 
creating sufficient funds to retire 


bonds as they mature. 
“ How may this situation be cor­ 
rected? 
“ First, by a conservative policy 
of retrenchm ent which eliminates 
any thought of drastic or spectac­ 
ular showing. 
And then by set­ 
ting up yearly, adequate sinking 
fund 
requirements, 
compatible 
with the absolute needs 
of 
the 
community, and calculated on a 
.strictly actuarial basis. 
Dr. L. D. 
Upson, Director of 
the 
Detroit 
Bureau 
•of 
Governmental 
Re­ 
search, 
in 
a 
survey of sinking 
funds in Michigan cities, makes 
tile significant 
observation 
that 
any other method may result in 
too much money being set aside. 
Conclusion 
“ It is conceivable of course that 
under conditions where there is 
insufficient time to build up sink­ 
ing funds before maturity, a com­ 
plete corrective 
program 
might 
place a confiscatory burden upon 
tile taxpayer or impair the service. 
In th e event of such a situation it 
is sound practice and advantage­ 
ous to refund certain obligations 
over a reasonable period of time, 
thereby extending th e period d u r ­ 
ing which 
an 
adequate sinking 
fund may be created 
and 
dove­ 
tailing it with a definite program 
of bond retirement. 
“ The interest savings effected 
by th e federal government in a d ­ 
justing th e war debt are indica­ 
tions of w hat can be accomplished 
when this problem 
is 
prudently 
handled. 
“ And so it would seem that the 
main avenue of approach to the 
solution of the 
problem 
under 
consideration, lie th rough a pro­ 
per point-of-view, and in the bet­ 
tering of administrative efficiency, 
including more especially th e re­ 
duction of the 
growing 
outlays 
for interest on indebtedness.’’
